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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The examiner thanks the Applicant for suggesting how to proceed with respect to consideration of the 
proposed amendments by using the section 714.13 of the Manual of Patent Examining Procedures (MPEP). The section set forth that 
proposed amendment should be given sufficient consideration to determine whether the claims are in condition for allowance and/or 
whether the issues on appeal are simplified, and further articulates that reason for any non-entry should be explained expressly in the 
Advisory Action.
